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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest a functionalized porous crystalline material having the 
claimed XRD peak, comprising a framework with metal atoms, oxygen atoms, and at 
least one organic group, wherein the organic group has at least one sulfonate moiety 
bonded thereto, in combination with the other features instantly claimed. 

US 6,248,686 is considered by the examiner to be the closest prior art. The 
reference teaches an organic/inorganic complex porous material having a main skeletal 
chain containing metal atoms, oxygen atoms, and organic groups (Abstract). However, 
the reference does not teach or suggest sulfonate groups. Refer to columns 6-7.
